GIVE BUSINESS A CHANCE 


Deflation seems to be under full 


headway. The break in prices has ex- 
tended into practically every field of 
production. It commences with the 
manufacturer and it ends with the re- 
tailer. Consequently the consumer 
will be the last to realize on the reduc- 
tion, although in some lines he re- 
ceives it immediately. 


It is important to the country that 


while *he air is being forced out of 
business and profiteering is being ef- 
fectively handled by economic laws 
the process shall be orderly and grad- 
ual. The public should not expect too 
sharp a decline in prices. Dealers who 
have stocked with goods and commodi- 
ties at high prices must have a chance 
to sell them without too great sacrifice. 
They must be able to equalize losses in 
some instances with profits in other, 
and they must have the opportunity to 
torn over their -wares on a descending 
market before it reaches the bottom, 


The consumer must not forget that 


he would suffer from a ruinous descent 
of the market quite as much as the 
business man. Disastrous deflation 
•wouW bring hard times and hard times 
•would hurt all alike. Let us therefore 
get down to a point that will make 
easier riding. If we do we shall escape 
the danger of a flat tire. Factories run- 
ning or on part time for a while are 
better than factories closed. 


THE YOUNGER 
GENERATION 


An interesting chapter is added to 


the discussion of the revolt of the youth 
of the present time hi the Atlantic 
Monthly, entitled " 'These Wild Young 
People,' by One of Them." The gist of 
the article is thai, inasmuch as the old- 
er generation has made a bad mess of 
things, it is unreasonable to expect 
the younger generation to be good and 
refrain from either plain speech or re- 
volt 
"We find," says this writer, 


"some few things in the world that we 
like, and a whole lot that we don't, and 
we are not afraid to say so or give our 
reasons." Among the examples given 
of the mess of things made by the older 
generation of hypocritical yet senti- 
mental "world-wreckers" the follow- 
ing is typical: 


There was The Hagrre Tribunal. International 


peace was at last assured, and according to cur- 
rent reports, never officially denied, the American 
delegates held ont for the use of poison gas in 
war. just as the men of that (older) generation 
were later to nun Wilson's great ideal of a league 
of nations, on the ground that such a scheme was 
an invasion of American rights. But stifl, every- 
thing, masked by ingrained hypocrisy and pru- 
dishness, seemed simple, 
beautiful, inevitable. 


Now my generation is disillusioned and, I think, 
brutalized by the cataclysm ttoeir complacent folly 
engendered- The accelleration of life for us lias 
b«en so great that into the last few years have 
been crowded tlie experiences and the ideas of 
a normal 
lif« time. We have in our unre- 


ganerato youth learned the practicality and the 
cynicism that is safe only in on-regenerate old 
age- We have been forced to become realists 
o-wernight instead of idealists. 
We have seen 


man at his lowest, woman at her lightest, in the 
terrible moral chaos of Europe. We have seen 
hideous speculation, greed, anger, hatred, malice, 
a.nd all uncharftabieness unmasked and rampant 
and unashamed. We have been forced to live in 
an atmosphere of "tomorrow we die," and so, na- 
turally, we drank, and were merry. In short, we 
have seen the inherent beastliness of the'hu- 
man race in aji infernal apocalypse. It is the old- 
er generation who forced us to sfc all this. We 
won't 
shut our eyee to the truths we have 


learned. 


When this youth in revolt is 25 years 


older he may realize that evil forces 
continually hound and handicap the 
good, that real advancement is in- 
evitably slow, and that the better ele- 
ment of the younger generation has 
not accomplished much if any more 
than the older generation did. At pres- 
ent his mood is chiefly one of accusa- 
tion and defiance, tempered by frank- 
ness. "I know we are a pretty bad 
lot," he writes. "At least we have the 
courage in acl accordingly. Our music 
is distinctly barbaric, our girls arc dis- 
tinctly not a mixture of arbutus and 
barbed wire. We drink when we can 
and what we can, wo gamble, wo aro 
extravagant—but we work, and dial's 
aboul nil we can bo oxpoclod to (jn. 
The Grundys shake their heads, They'll 


make us good. Prohibition was put 
through to stop our drinking and has 
not slopped it. Bryan has plants to 
curtail our philanderings, and he won't 
do any good." 


Perhaps the only really disquieting 


feature of this rather reckless utter- 
ance is its intimation that in. the case 
of the girl of these rapid times wom- 
an's former protective "barbed wire" 
defenses have been broken down. If 
Ihis is more than a hasty generaliza- 
tion based on hut a few known instanc- 
es—it is impossible to believe that it is 
more—then the younger generation's 
prospects arc clouded indeed. 


ITALY'S REVOLUTION 


Bolshevism has been mortally de- 


feated in Italy. Under conditions that 
would have been resistless if Bolshe- 
vism had possessed any creative activi- 
ty, the soviet system of government has 
been rejected by the. Italian workers. 
By a three-fourths majority they have 
voted to return all factories to the em- 
ployers. The crude economic absolut- 
ism of the Russian orientals cannot 
henceforth hope to conquer in western 
Europe. 


Premier Giolitti is responsible for 


this death blow to the expectant hopes 
of the communists. He held back the 
government the army and the employ- 
ers and let the workingmen of Italy 
face the enticements of Bolshevism 
alone. 
Giolilti trusted the instinct of 


self-preservation in western civiliza- 
tion. He judged well. 


The revolution, long prophesied for 


Italy, advanced with red flags spat- 
tered with Russian blood, hoping to 
meet resistance from the bourgeoisie,

people the suffrage must be assumed 
as a, sacred trust. Not everyone can 
be permitted to exercise it. Those who 
do exercise it must do so fully, fairly 
and freely. 
The votes must be hon- 


estly counted and correctly reported. 
Once in office the person elected must 
represent the will of the people in 
the promotion of the general welfare. 


The constitution and the laws of 


the state and the nation are framed 
with 
a 
view to carefully guarding 


this sacred duty. AH was made evi- 
dent in the article of last week, the 
suffrage is limited to those who are 
old enough, sane enough, and law 
abiding enough to be able to cast an I 
intelligent and patriotic ballot. We 
only wish that 
these qualifications 


could be made to guarantee the end 
so much desired.

Section 1569—9. No place in which non-intoxicating drinks or bever- 


ages, as defined in section 1569—3 hereof, are sold or dispensed for con- 
sumption upon the premises where sold, shall maintain a standing bail- 
or counter at which any such drinks or beverages containing alcohol in 
any degree are permitted to be drank or consumed by the purchaser. 


Section 1569—10. 
The common council of cities, the village board 


of villages and the town board of towns for the purpose of regulating and 
enforcing the sanitary conduct of places in which non-intoxicating bev- 
erages as defined in section 1569—3 hereof are manufactured or sold 
may pass ordinances fixing the terms and conditions under which such

Section 1569—12. Manufacturers and chemists who use alcohol for in- 


' dustrial and scientific purposes or in the manufacture of product-* not suit- 


able for use as an intoxicating beverage, superintendents of hospitals, muse- 
ums, laboratories, educational institutions, dentists, physicians and persons 
for lawful purposes, may secure a permit from the prohibition commis- 
sioner, authorizing the purchase and possession of alcohol and liquors for 
the purposes permitted by this act, upon making due application therefor in 
accordance with such rules and requirements as the prohibition commission- 
er may promulgate, and upon filing a bond in such sum, not to exceed 
two thousand dollars, as in the discretion of the prohibition commissioner 
shall be required, conditioned that said alcohol and other liquors will be 
used only for the purposes stated in the application and permit and in 
accordance with law. 
Such permit may be revoked by the prohibition

Section 1569—13. This act shall not be construed to authorize the con- 


fiscation or seizure or make unlawful the possession of liquors defined in 
section 1569—3 hereof as intoxicating liquor, owned by individuals and 
possessed and kept for the individual use of the owners thereof at the 
time this act becomes operative; provided such liquors were lawfully pur- 
chased prior for private purposes and not for purposes of unlawful sale, 
but all such liquors kept by retail dealers in non-intoxicating beverages a* 
defined ir. said section and on hand in the building where such business- 
is conducted at the time this act becomes operative, or at any time subse- 
quent thereto, shall be deemed contraband and subject to seizure by the 
prohibition commissioner. 


Section 1569—14. In addition to the powers and duties conferred upon 


the prohibition commissioner by this act, he is authorized and empowered 
to make other and further reasonable rules and regulations relative to 
the possession and sale of intoxicating liquors or drinks as a beverage as 
herein defined, general in the application not inconsistent herewith, for 
ihe enforcement of the provisions of this act. and all such rules and regu- 
lations, including those herein specifically enumerated, shall have the force 
and cffeot of law. 


Section 1569—15. All alcohol and intoxicating liquor as defined in sec. 


lion 1569—3 hereof shipped or carried into this state for any lawful pur- 
pose or use permitted by the terms hereof shall be plainly labeled on the 
outside describing- the nature and character of the liquor, the name of the 
consignee and consignor in plain letters in the Plnglish language. All such 
liquors not so labeled shall be forfeited to the state and be subject to con- 
fiscation by the prohibition commissioner and by him delivered to public- 
state institutions for medicinal, mechanical or scientific use. 


Section 1569—16. 
PrerrVes occupied by the owner or by a tenant 


whereon intoxicating liquors are sold contrary to the provisions of this 
act are declared a nuisance and may be abated in an action brought in 
the name of the state on complaint of any citizen. No such action shall 
be maintained with respect to premises occupied by a tenant of the owner 
until notice of such violation of law is first given the owner and he has 
an opportunity to evict such tenant. Proceedings for such eviction must 
be instituted within ten days after notice and promptly prosecuted to 
judsrment or any citizen may intervene or begin such action in the name 
of the state and prosecute the same. I'pon final judgment that such nuis- 
ance exists, that part of the premises so used in violation of law shall be 
abated 
and an 
injunction 
issued permanently restraining their use 


for any purpose contrary to law and the owner may be required to give 
bond in such amount as the court may deem adequate that said premises 
the part thereof so abated and declared a nuisance will not thereafter be 
used, for the sale of intoxicating liquors. 


Section 1569—37. No person shall advertise, sell, deliver or have in 


possession any preparation, compound or tablet manufactured for the pur- 
pose of adding the same to or mixing the samp with a non-intoxicating bev- 
erage or drink from which intoxicating liquors as defined in section 1569— 
3 hereof can be made, unless he has a permit from the prohibition com- 
missioner authorizing such possession, sale, or advertisement.

Section 1569—18. The provisions of this act shall not be construed to 
prevent: 


(U The manufacture, cale and keeping and storing for sale by any per- 


son having a permit of any medical preparation manufactured in accord- 
ance with formulae prescribed by the United States Pharmacopoeia or na- 
tional fo-. mulary or any patent or proprietary remedy in conformity with 
the laws of this state, unless such medical preparations are suitable for 
beverage purposes. 


(2) The manufacture and sale of toilet, medical and antiseptic prepara- 


tions or solutions neither designed nor sold for use as beverages. 


(3) The manufacture, keeping for sale or selling of flavoring extracts 


manufactured or sold for culinary or flavoring purposes only.

ises and seize any and all liquors believed to be intoxicating and bring the 
same before the court for further proceedings according to law. The pro- 
cedure shall be substantially the same as the procedure provided for search 
warrants in larceny oases and such liquors shall bo subject to such dis- 
position as the prohibition commissioner may order. 


SECTION 4. The question whether the provisions of this act shall continue 


to be in force and effect from and after January 1, 1921, shall bo submit- 
ted to the people of this state in the manner provided by law for the sub- 
mission of an amendment to the constitution at the election to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday, in November, 1920. If approved by 
a majority of the votes cast upon that question, it shall continue of force 
and effect from and after January 1.

SECTION 6. This act takes effect as above provided, subject, however, to
